.and good, friend,'" 'President'Porflrio 


Diaz, and'his country. In the festivi- 
ties 'attendant on .the -celebration of 
Mexico's centennial the American dele- 


: gates are taking a prominent part un- 


der the guidance of Henry Lane Wil- 
son, -our ambassador to Mexico, who 
is playing the. role of a special envoy 
tor this occasion. At the head of the 
American delegation is Curtis Guild, 
Jr.,.-former governor of Massachusetts. 
The other members of the delegation 
are General Harrison Grey Otis of 
Los'Angeles, Alexander Hook of Pitts- 
burg and Justice James W. Gerard of 
the supreme court of New York. They 
were appointed by President Taft. 


Strictly speaking, It is not the cen- 


tennial of their independence which Is 
being celebrated by our fellow Ameri- 
cans. It is the centennial of the be- 
ginning ot their long struggle for In- 
dependence from Spain, the struggle 
that culminated and ended more than 
a decade later in actual freedom. The 
standard of revolt against Spanish rule 
was raised in ISIO by Hidalgo and his' 
colleagues and followers, but It was 
not until 1821 that the virtual inde- 
pendence of the country was recogniz^ 
ed by the agreement between Guer- 
rero, the.Mexican .leader at the time, 
and O'Donaju, the Spanish viceroy. 
Since that time the history of Mexico 
records many internecine wars as well 


as the contests with the United State 
an'd with France, but none with th< 
mother country. 


The story of the war for Mexican In- 


dependence Is similar to that of th 
other Spanish-American countries— 
narrative of intermittent bloody, strif 
v.-herein the savage cruelties of the 
lalf civilized descendants of the na- 
tives play a prominent part and mark- 
ed on the whole by steadily advancing 
gains by the patriots. 
N> 


Hidalgo the "Washington of Mexico.'1 


The foremost figure in this era of 


Mexican history is Miguel Hidalgo, the 
early leader of tho revolt, who met a. 
martyr's death at Chihuahua on July 
30, 1811. He is now known as "the 
Washington of Mexico," and his mon- 
uments mark public squares in the cit- 
ies of his country. 
. Prom all accounts Hidalgo appears 
to have been a. public spirited patriot 
with no thought of personal advantage 
He was curate of the village of Dolores 
and was implicated In the plots for 
Mexican Independence that followed 
ths disturbed conditions of Spain in 
Napoleonic times. It was on the night 
of Sept. IB, 1810, that Hidalgo was in- 
formed that the Spanish viceroy's Kov- 
ernment was planning his arrest and 
those of his fellow conspirators. 
Re- 


pairing to the .village' belfry, Hidalg 
sounded tho tocsin, followed by.the fa 
inous "grltode. Dolores," or battlecry 
that has resounded through Mexican 
history since that dny. The burden o 
Hidalgo's shout was "Long live reli 
glon!. . Long live our holy mother o_ 
Guadalupe! 
Long live America and 


death to bad government!" 


For. a. time Hidalgo's efforts for his 


country met with'splendid success An 
army of 80,000 enthusiastic but undis- 
ciplined and Ignorant patriots repair- 
ed to his standard. 
Guanajuato and 


other places were taken, but the ban- 
ners of the revolutionists were stained 
!jy cruelties and excesses. 
It is sale 


that fear of a repetition of such crimes 
Induced Hidalgo to halt when the City 
of. Mexico, the seat of government lay 
open to his arms. However that may 
be, in a short time the tide of victory 
turned against him, and it seemed that 
his execution at Chihuahua sounded 
ihe dea'thknell of the revolution. But 
the banner fell from his grasp into 
other able hands, and after ten years 
ot desperate struggle 
Mexico was 
'reed. 


Nations' Stake In Mexico. 


Tho Inter history of Mexico is one of 
actional fighting and of national de- 
velopment in keeping with modern civ-

ilization. For many decades the tramp 
of armed men threatened to stamp 
out the torch of progress, but the peace 
that came in with the regime of Diaz 
in the seventies promises to be lasting. 
The recuperation of the' country from 
the war with the United States in the 
forties of the past century and the suc- 
cessful revolt against French domina- 
tion that ended Maximilian's empire in 
1867 proved the innate worth of Mexi- 
co. In recent years few other coun- 
tries have established so high a repu- 
tation for stability of Investment, and 
Mexican national credit stands high 
among the nations. 


A recent estimate of the American 


capital alone Invested in Mexican se- 
curities, 
railroads, 
industries, etc., 


jlaced It at $500,000,000. The British, 
French, German ajid other foreign in- 
:erests are great, though not equaling 
n all probability the amount of the 
American investment. Whatever may 
JO said of the rule of Diaz—whether 
he is a . "benevolent despot" and the 
•cgenerator of Mexico, as asserted by 
lis friends, or a bloody oppressor of 
ils people, as his enemies declare— 
here can be no doubt that his con- 
inued rule, with its security for prop- 
rty rights, has made, for peace and 
afety for. foreign capital In Mexico. 
Vith his gathering to his fathers, 


which event cannot be long postponed, 
for the president of Mexico was born 
Sept. 15, 1S30, Mexico may revert to 
the disturbed conditions that preceded 
his ascendancy. 
But it is not likely 


ilnce Mexico has in Corral, 
Creel, 


Reyes and others men able to carry on 
the government on the lines laid down 
by their able leader. 


Diaz may not be the greatest man 


of the present time, as is asserted so 
frequently, but ho ranks well with the 
greatest administrators of the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries and in- 
deed of all time. Any man who can 
hold down the turbulent passions of 
the millions of Mexicans for almost 
forty years, as he has done, deserves 
a high place on the roll of able states- 
men. 


The righteousness of the Diaz rule Is 


another matter. There have been, op- 
position candidates for the presidency 
of Mexico since Diaz commenced his 
continuous administration In 1SS4, but 
memory fails to record their names. 
His foes declare that there has not 
been an houiest election in Mexico in 
that time. 
Only a Mexican close to 


Diaz could prove or disprove, that 
charge. But as Diaz has few personal 
friends and still fewer confidants the 
question will probably remain unan- j 
swcred for all timer 
I 


Views of One of Diaz's Critics. 


One recent writer commented, on Diaz 


and his regime in the following terms: 


"Did all Latin America sot up repub- 


lics modeled after the United States 
only to prove their uselessness by re- 
signing democratic government to tho 
strong man? Nothing of value about 
parliamentary discussion is noticeable 
In this biography (a life of Diaz). Tho 
Mexican constitution was changed in 
order to lengthen the presidential term 
of Diaz. It was easy. 
The constitu- 


tion did not fit the man; therefore let 
it be fitted to him. Nothing can hide 
the fact that his achievement is at the 
price of arrested constitutionalism and 
undeveloped democracy." 


That phrase "undeveloped democra- 


cy" arrests attention. Modern author- 
ities upon Mexico and its institutions, 
governmental and -otherwise, seem in- 
clined to believe that there Is no sucfr 
thing as democracy in Mexico and that 
the country will be ruled for many 
years, If not forever, by the ruling 
class that now directs its affairs. The 
gulf between the 'descendants of the 
old Spanish families, pure In blood, 
and the peon, or laboring class, is wide 
and unbridgable. itarrowing tales of 
cruel treatment of the poon and his 
women folk, especially In the wilder- 
ness of Yucatan, have come recently 


from Mexico. -Slavery, It is uald, ex- 
ists in fact, if not In name. • The prog- 
ress "of the country in International es- 
teem Is gained, ft Is declared, at ths 
cost of the degradation ot the mass of 
the population of 16,000,000 or 17,000,- 
000. There is no doubt 'that Mexico 
is prosperous and quiet, but a ques- 
tion mark must be placed after ths 
prosperity .of Its lower classes until a 
fair and unprejudiced examination into 
the country can be made. And that 
day seems still far off since the ruling 
class of Mexico does not court too 
close investigation of its internal con- 
ditions. 
"Your Investments are per- 


fectly safe and pay good interest," say 
the wealthy, educated Mexicans in re- 
ply to queries. 
"What more do you 
desire?" 


Mexico's Month of Celebration. 


If the lower classes of Mexico de- 


mand only "bread and circuses," In the 
old Latin phrase, they are in a fair 
way to have their desires gratified 
during the month's celebration of th« 
Mexican centennial that Is planned. 
Throughout the empire there are re- 
joicings and preparations for the In- 
auguration of great public works. 
Public Improvements to cost millions 


vof dollars have been planned in all 
parts of the republic. The official pro- 
gram for the celebration of the centen- 
nial covers more than a month of fes- 
tivities and public functions. The cen- 
tral figure in it all is tho aged presi- 
dent, who shows in his upright, sol- 
dierly bearing no mark of the inroads- 
of time. The 'culminating moment of 
his long career, the night of Sept. 15, 
1910, marked by his stepping out on 
tho balcony of the. national palace in 
the City of Mexico to receive the hom- 
age of his people, will live long in the 
•nlnds of the Mexleanos.

by an inspection and estimate' of the 
annual ruin wrought by forest fires. 
This year's record of shame in this re- 
spect will not fall below the lamenta- 
ble total of other years. When it is 
considered that the enormous waste 
of property, and the loss of life are 
avoidable in great part color is lent 


of the forests from fire. They have 
lent additional timeliness to the pub- 
lication by the United States forest 
service of a brochure on "Protection 
ot Forests From Fire." written by Hen- 
ry S. Graves, the chief forester. Mr 
Graves states that "tho first measure 
necessary for the successful practice 
of forestry is protection from forest 
fires" and goes on to reiate what has 
been done to safeguard tho trees 
Ho 


then declares: "In spite of all that has 
been done, however, the fact remains 


that most ot the forests of the country, 
particularly those, privately owned, are 
inadequately protected from fire. It Is 
probable that in fully 76 per cent of 
the private forests there Is no attempt 
whatever at systematic protection." • 


What form, the protection of forests 


from fire shall take Is not a question 
open to doubt pr discussion since vari- 
ous methods to fit various conditions 
are recognized and advocated by. the 
authorities on forests. "In some sec- 
tions of the country forest fires have 


to the assertion of some ot the loss, 
friendly of our foreign "Isitors that 
we are still a uemiclvilized nation. In 
no other country of tho world Is such 
loss Incurred through the neglect of 
precaution. 
Other nations know the 


value of their forests nnd protect 
them. We arc Just beginning to awak-

always been of such common occur- 
rence that there IE a popular notion 
that they eafmot he prevented," says 
Mr. Graves. 
"Tho risk from lires can 


never_be entirely eliminated, for in tho 
forest'there is always inflammable ma- 
terial which Is 'very easily ignited. 
They may, however, be largely pro- 
vented, and under efficient organiza- 
tion their damage may be kept low." 


"The states of New York and Massa- 


chusetts have taken the lead in estab- 
lishing effective measures to protect 
the forests from fire," says.a recent 
editorial article in a New York news- 
paper. 
"They are requiring the dis- 


posal of slash by the loggers. 
They 


are trimming the felled trees, devel- 
oping roads, trails and fire lines, string- 
ing telephone lines through the forests 
and connecting systems of lookout sta- 
tions. They are looking out for sparks 
Trom locomotives and from sawmills, 
enforcing stringent 
rules about the 


lighting and abandonment of camp- 
fires, instructing careless smokers and 
checking the effects of incendiarism an 
lightning." This summarizes well thu 
precautions needed to prevent loss In 
the past and save for the country the 
large part of its dwindling tree supplj 
that Is lost each year in tho flr.mes. 


An idea of the magnitude of the for- 


est fire loss in the United States may 
be gained from the figures for 190S. It 
should be stated, however, that thai 


the loss was unusually severe. 


The estimated loss was more than $60,- 
000.000. Between Sept. 15 and 30. 190S, 
the losses were more than $1.000.000 a 
day. 
Besides the destruction in the 


west and northwest, serious fire losses 
were also reported in New York and 
Pennsylvania. 


It is certain that In the national for- 


ests, where the precautions referred to 
above are taken, the fire loss is much 
ower than In forests privately owned, 
n ^f>07 the timber destroyed In tho 
'orcst reserves was valued at only $31,- 
fiOO. In thnt year more than 1.100 fires 
were extinguished In the national for- 
ests nt a total cost of only $9,000. 


For a long scries of years figures 


have been collated showing the loss ot 
life due to forest fires, nnd II In ontnb- 
llshed thnt tho average number of 
deaths annually Is sixty-five. 


The Illustration shows an employee

Taxation of Mill Property

Musuachusetts depends for He very ex 
istence almost on its manufacturing In- 
dustries, yet the burdens of taxation on 
those.industries are heavier than in an; 
other state. 


Machine:! which give work to thou 


sands of people, that turn out a vas 
product and add to the wealth of tin, 
community are taxed for approximately 
their original cost. In eighteen states 
either .part or all of their manufactur 
ing plants are exempt from taxation 
In Lowell, out of a total assessment o 
»15,000,000 on personal property, $S,- 
000,000 is on productive machinery. In 
Lawrence machinery pays over 45 per 
tient of the total tax on personal prop— 
erty. 


Municipal assessors have ignored th 


full extent of th'e depreciation of build- 
ings and machinery, not merely that re- 
sulting from wear and tear, but more 
especially that due to depreciation by 
subsequent invention, and mills have 
been forced into long and expensive lit- 
igation before their rights as tax pay 
ers could be maintained by the courts 
-The questions involved in this litigation 
over the taxation of mill property have 
been the subject of several valuable pa- 
>ers before this association which are 
well worth the consideration of manu- 
'acturers having similar difficulties, for 
.hey show lines of 
appraisal 
which 


imve been established by the supreme 
court of Massachusetts.

Handling of Cotton 


The meetings of this association, ever 


since Its foundation over fifty years 
ago, have abounded with criticisms up- 
on the packing, handling and merchan- 
dizing of cotton, which, nevertheless, I 
regret' to state, have remained In prac- 
tically the same condition. These eco- 
nomic evils have been fully recognized 
and numerous meritorious plans have 
been suggested, .to . remedy them, but 
they were not accompanied by sufficient 
financial resources necessary for such a 
gigantic movement as the economizing 
of the American 
cotton crop. It is. 


therefore, but natural that careful at- 
tention should be given to the recent 
proposition to establish bonded ware- 
houses in cotton raising districts and 
perhaps also at cotton manufacturing 
centers for the storage ot the cotton 
crop. The fundamental portion of tho 
proposition, as far as it has been given 
to the public, provides that the ware- 
house certificates in addition to agree-

The guarantee would be expected to 


abate the difficulties which infost the 
deliveries of cotton, and the absence of 
forced sales through the present Inad- 
equate storage facilities would be a 
powerful factor in reducing 
fluctua- 


tions In the price of cotton. .Adequate 
storage of cotton means a correspond- 
ing diminution of the damage resulting 
from present methods of exposure to 
wet and dirt. Such systematized' stor- 
age would be expected to have a mate- 
rial influence in the better ginning and 
jaling of American cotton, reaching to 
material advantages upon the staple 
and tare. 


However extensive may be the fin- 


ancial resources engaged in the enter- 
>rise, it will require time, skill and 
jatience to overcome inertia developed 
>y generations of cotton growers who 
ollow the footsteps of their ancestors, 
)ut this can be stimulated if it is con- 
ducted in auch a manner that the in- 
tlal owners of baled cotton can reap 
heir share of the known possible econ- 
omies In merchandising cotton which 
are practically unavailable under pres- 
ent commercial conditions. 


This proposition embodies a radical 


difference from many of the large com- 
mercial movements of the day, be- 
cause in place of being subject to the 
allegation that it Is In restraint 
of 


rade It is clearly a method for facili- 
atlng commerce and as such will be 
dvantageous to both the producer and 
he: consumer of this valuable staple.

Wages in Cotton Trade in England 


As a matter of general interest, It is 


well to note that on July 15, 1910, in 
Manchester, Eng., at a joint meeting o£ 
the master spinners and operatives, 
a 


settlement of the wage question

reached, and an agreement made which 
is to continue in force for the next 
five years, during which time no de- 
mand eiiher for an advance or reduc- 
tion in present wages shall be made. 
This abetment artucts BO.000',000 spinv. 
dies and 100,000 operatives, and 
will 


tend to prevent the constant 
un- 


settlement of trade which has resulted 
from tho. repeated applications of ad- 
vances or' reductions In wages. 
Taxation of Mill Property 


Massachusetts has been considering 


the reform of its .taxation .laws and 
commissions have investigated .the sub- 
ject for years, without 
real results. 


Massachusetts depends for Its very, ex- 
stence almost on its manufacturing in- 
dustries, yet the burdens of .taxation'on 
those industries are heavier -Ulan in any 
other state.

we have in the past, lessons of econ-

Handling of Cotton 
. The meetings of this association, ever 
since its foundation over fifty years 
ago, have abounded with criticisms up- 
on the packing, handling and merchan- 
dizing of cotton, which, nevertheless, I 
regret' to state, have remained in prac- 
tically the same condition. These eco- 
nomic evils 'have been fully recognized 
and numerous meritorious plans have 
been suggested • to»»jremedy them, but 
they were not accompanied by sufficient 
financial resources necessary for such a 
gigantic movement as the economizing 
'of the American cotton crop. It is, 
therefore, but natural that careful at- 
tention should be given to the recent 
proposition to establish bonded ware- 
houses in. cotton raising districts ond 
perhaps also at cotton manufacturing 
centers for the storage of the cotton 
crop. The fundamental portion of the 
proposition, as far as it has been given 
to the public, provides that the ware- 
house certificates in addition to agree- 
ing to deliver Identical bales of cotton 
of specified grade and staple represent- 
ed by these receipts, should be secured | 
by insurance on the cotton and bonds 
upon the warehouse keeper and also by

The guarantee would be expected to 


abate the'difficulties which Infest the 
deliveries-of cotton, and'the absence of 
forced sales through the present Inad- 
equate storage facilities would be a 
powerful factor in reducing 
fluctua- 
tions In the price of cotton. Adequate 
storage of cotton means a correspond- 
ing diminution of the damage resulting 
from present methods of exposure to 
wet a_nd dirt. Such systematized stor- 
age would be expected to have a mate- 
rial Influence In the better ginning and 
baling- of American cotton, reaching to 
material advantages 'upon the staple 
and tare. 


However extensive may be the fin- 


ancial resources engaged In the enter- 
prise, it will require time, skill and 
patience to overcome inertia developed 
by generations of cotton growers who 
follow the footsteps of their ancestors, 
but this can be stimulated if it IB con- 
ducted in such a manner That the in- 
itial owners of baled cotton can reap 
their share of the known possible econ- 
omies in merchandising cotton which 
are practically unavailable under pres- 
ent commercial conditions. 


This proposition embodies a radical 


difference from many of the large com- 
mercial movements of the 
day, be- 


cause In plncc of being subject to the 
allegation (hat it is m 
restraint 
of 


trade it is clearly a method for facili- 
tating commerce and as such will be 
advantageous to both the producer and 
the consumer of this valuable staple. 


This proposition /if wisely developed, 


with adequate capital, on the lines in- 
formally set forth by those directly in- 
terested in the matter, will be worth 
the careful attention of every manu- 
facturer of American grown cotton. 


Cotton Buying 


At the present 
time the 
average 


buyer places bis orders for a given 
number of bales of cotton, and 
not 


pounds. 
This association and others 


have gone on record In favor of buy- 
ing on a pound basis, but "it is a. cus- 
tom more honored in the breach than 
the observance," and now one never 
knows tho amount of cotton to be re- 
ceived. 
On an order for 100 bales, it 


may vary from 301000 pounds to 60,- 
000 pounds and yet constitute a good 
delivery on an order for 100 bales. Is 
it not time for us to insist that 100 
bales 
of 
cotton shall mean 50,000 


pounds of cotton, and to so specify in 
our contract and 
Insist on delivery 


within one per cent, of the weight 
specified'.' 
Thus we would make the 


weight rather than the number of bales 
the real basis. When we sell 
50,'dOO 
. pounds of yarn we are expected to de- 
| liver that amount—why not buy our 
cotton in a similar way? 


The question of tare is also one on 


which we can agree, and Insist on a 
uniform allowance. 
The Arkwright 


club has repeatedly voted to establish 
22 pounds as the limit on every halo 
a basis for tare, and yet' some buyers 
continue to allow 24 pounds. 


On some questions of general pol- 


icy we may not all agree but surd 
both of the above are matters 
which united action can be hud an 
about which there ought not to be an 
difference of opinion. 
In order to ac 


compllnh results, however, we mus 
do more than paas resolutions; 
must carry out the spirit of the reso 
lution in our actions.

Wages in Cotton. Trade in England 


As a matter of general interest, it is 


well to note that on July 16, 1010, In 
Manchester, Eng., at a joint meeting of 
the master spinners and operatives, a 
settlement of the wage question 
was 


reached,' and an agreement made which 
Is <K> continue in force' for the next 
flve years, during which time no de- 
mand either for an advance or reduc- 
tion in present wages shall bo made. 
Ibis agretment affects 00,000,000 spln- 
ttlts and ISO.,000 operatives, and 
will 


tend . tb prevent 
tho constant 
un- 


settlement of trade which :has resulted 
from tilts repeated applications of 
ad- 


vances or reductions in wages. 
Taxation of Mill Property 


Massachusetts has been considering 


the reform of its taxation laws and 
commissions have investigated the sub- 
ject for years 
without ."real, results! 


Massachusetts depends for Its very ex- 
istence almost on its manufacturing In- 
dustries, yet the burdens of taxation-'on 
those Industries are heavier than in any 
other state. 


Machines which give work to thou- 


sands of people, that turn out a vast 
product and add to the wealth of. tho 
community are taxed for approximately 
their orlginalcost. In'eighteen states 
either part or all of- their manufactur- 
ing plants are exempt from taxation. 
In Lowell, out of a total assessment of 
$15,000,000 on personal property, $8,- 
000,000 Is oil productive machinery. In 
Lawrence machinery pays over 45 per 
cent of the total tax on personal prop-- 
crty. 


Municipal assessors have ignored the 


Cull extent of the depreciation of build- 
ings and machinery, not merely that re- 
sulting from -wear and tear, but. more 
especially that due to depreciation • by 
subsequent invention, anO- mills' have 
been forced into long and expensive lit- 
igation before their rights as tax pay- 
ers could be maintained by the courts. 
The questions involved in this litigation 
over the taxatipn of mill property have 
been the subject of several valuable pa- 
pers before ..this association which are 
well worth the consideration of manu- 
'acturers having similar difficulties, for 
ihey ..show lines "of app'raisal 
which 


have'been established by the supremo 
court of Massachusetts. 
Depreciation 


extends beyond machinery and build- 
ings, as is indicated by the report of a 
member of this association, acting sis 
referee in a certain mill tax case In 
which he ruled that the mill site had 
so depreciated as a result of methods 
of electrical transmission of power, that 
if the present mill .was impaired for 
nJanufacturlng 
purposes 
by . fire or 


otherwise,'another mill would" not be 
built' oh that site,, but that the power 
of the water privilege would be trans- 
mitted by electricity to a new mill at|
